All Portrait* of Emperor Nicholas

From Public View 


Petrograd. Russia, March

ins of tho old. the cabinet ministers, 
relieved from the heavy grind of the 
endless conferences of the last few 
days, in which they suffered 
many 


anxious hours, have assumed the posts 
to which they were assigned.

Btructlon today. It \vus this trend that 
Totuid expression In the $7,000,000 bond 


issue receuuy passed In New 
under the terms of tbe Egan "good 
roads" bill. In the S15.000.CXXJ highway 
bond issue in California and In the suc- 
cess of similar financial propositions in 
other parts of the country. 


Taxpayers are learning how easily 


capital may be hud In. a large volume 
at low interest rates to build roads 
that will last and earn their own cost 
In the reduction of hauling time und 
in the lessening of wear and tear on 
velficles. The old ldc« that borrowing 
money to build hard roads means 
greater inses without a suflicient tan- 
gible value hi return 1# being dispelled 
by the 
experience of communities 


where permanent highways have been 
buiiL Itural communities are learning 
that It Is cheaper to issuo bonds and 
borrow money on the outside In large 
amounts at -4 or r. per cent to build u 
new road system and lie done with It 
and ride us you pay rather than use 
Iheir own money and dribble it along 
in u pay us you go or pay as you ride 
policy. They are fast finding out that j 
the bond plan, according to its sup- 
porters. Is simply one way of bringing 
more capital Into the county or com- 
munity and applying that capital to 
home labor and the purchase ot home 
supplies during the period In which 
construction Is under way. 
And when 


this construction Is done upon a per- 
manent basis, ns in the case of Con- 
crete, the whole process of hiring out- 
sldo capital and using It for Internal 
Improvements, such as roads, becomes 
a KOimd Investment for the community 
Tor the very simple reason that the 
rate paid tor the use of outside, capital 
so employed is much less than the gain 
it brings to the community la the vir- 
tual elimination of highway repairs. 


A visit today to sections where per- 


manent road building is under way re- 
veals a surprising contrast to the old 
methods of road work. Where In times 
past a few fanners with teams were 
scattered along the lane, engaged in 
scraping ditches and filling up depres- 
sions, regular construction pangs are 
now nt work, pot merely on one lane, 
but throughout entire counties. 


Before actual construction begins lit- 


tJe narrow gauge railroads are usually 
built along the country rond, and ma- 
terial, such as cement, sand and crush- 
ed stone. Is rapidly transported from 
the railway freight station to points 
where the roadbed is being laid. This 
material, measured to right proportion. 
Is loaded in dump cars and drawn by 
donkey engines to machines, where It 
Is mixed Into u quaky mass and there 
spread over the road. As construction 
extends out Into the county the dinky 
railways, ns they are called, arc ex- 
tended until the entire system of main 
market roads has been covered. The 
county highway engineer or superin- 
tendent Is usually supplied by the 
county with an automobile, und lie 
makes the rounds of the entire section 
each day. visiting districts In which 
construction is under way.

them are forming habits of lillei.ess 
and falling into vice. 
Even during the 


vacation months only about 10 per 
pent, have any profitable employment; 
only about five per cent, of them BO 
,-i\v;«>, 
- from their homes except fur a 


few days. 
Still, they must live and be 


fed and clothed. 


"For four millions of these there is 


access to back yards, side yards, front 
yards and -vacant lots, which might be 
cultivated as small gardens for the 
growth of vesjotublcs and small fruits. 
Many live when; space could be easily 
bad for chickens, ducks or pigeons. 
And there are not less than 6.000.000 
older boys and girls and adult men and 
women for whom an hour or two of 
work each day in a garden would be 
tho best form of recreation and rest 
from the routine of their daily labor 
in ollice or shop or mill or mine, and 
who might easily IInd the time for it. 


"With some 
Intelligent 
direction, 


these school children and older boys 
and Kirls and men and women might 
easily produce on the available, land 
an a.veraHO ot ?7a each in vegetables 
and fruita for thuir own tables or for 
-ulo In their immediate neighborhood; 
fresh and crisp through all the grow- 
ing months and wholesomely canned 
and preserved for use in winter. This 
would add ?750,000,000 to the beat 
form o£ food supply of the country 
without cost of transpotrution or stor- 
age and without profits of middlemen. 
The estimate is very conservative, ns 
has beon shown by many experiments, 


"The miracle of It is In bringing to- 


gether Idle land on the one hand and 
Idle children and tired people oTi the 
other. 
Alone, neither is productive, 


but all would be benefited by the com- 
bination even if tho vegetables and 
fruit:; produced had no value; the land 
by tho cultivation, tho children by the 
health-i;iving. educational labor, and 


i the older people by the hours outdoors
